General Committee has thus far approved Capital 

Projects to be included as part of the 1974 Capital 
Program, totalling 6.4 million dollars. These projects 
are to be funded by means of issuing debentures. 

The difference between the overall approval of 9 million 
dollars previously agreed to by Council and the 6.4 
million dollars so far approved as noted herein, 
represents capital projects of Hydro Mississauga which, 
as you know, are recoverable from that Commission. 


To retire the 6.4 million dollar debenture debt 

incurred, based on debenture interest rate of 10% 

will cost the City $817,607.00 annually. This represents 
an increase of 0.31 mills, or 4.7% to the general mill 
rate. 


The additional costs attributable to this debt to the 
owner of a residence assessed at $30,000.00 will be 
$9.30 annually, or an increase of 4.7%. 

You can appreciate that the above amounts are estimated 
and thus could vary depending on assessment growth and 
other debt retirement.

It is through you and on behalf of Ward Seven Parliament that I like to 
commend mayor Dobkin and Council for the re-established Citizen=Partici= 
pation in the proposed Policy Advisory Committees. 

It has been gratifying to aknowledge how, some Council members at least, 
have often voiced support for more citizen's involvement and participation 
in city's affairs, almost in defiance of recommendations by consultants 
and the related negative dictates of Bill 138. 


I wish to point out however that, in view of the grown complexities in our 
city and regional administrations, and the effects on us all as citizens 

and taxpayers, the inclusion of twelve citizen members in the planned advi= 
sory committees, is only a token example of current citizen input and 
participation. Indeed it seems doubtful that even the contemplated assistanee 
from a pool of retired executives, (although a laudable plan) would shake 
present public apathy, or match the effective total participation of combindd 
involvement of citizens and elected in Streetsville, Port Credit and Mississau- 
ga prior to 197k. 

The existence now of regional government and the relative lack of public 
involvement therein, accentuates my expressed point even more. The expanded 
dual role of our city Council with assumed very complex responsibilities and 
a developing keen sense for constructive sound policies, only makes it more 
imperative, it seems to me, to encourage and yes promote, more and more 
direct public involvement. 

The current Official Plan Review is but one important aspect requiring 
co-operation of Council, staff, and public. 


It is my acquired belief that if more citizens and community associations 
were involved in municipal issues, many misunderstandings, unjustified 
criticisms and damaging suspicions can be avoided and a greater degree of 
confidence and appreciation for both Council and staff would be attained. 
Such co*operative atmosphere, I feel, could have had remedial effects 
even in sad events like the "Staff Resignations" issue. On that unfortu= 
nate issue instead, it was only one homeowners association as such, and 
proudly a member of our Ward Seven Parliament, that expressed its serious 
concern on the happenings at city Hall. 


Veccccccc0f 2 ! 
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whatever the real causes (those publicised and the others) it is at least 
generally agreed that those chief "Resignations" did result in some costly 
inefficiencies. The lesson is that we all played a role and must there= 
fore share the consequences. The frankness and/or dedication of some resi= 
gned staff members can be questioned. Our Council had a lot to do with it. 
The press did not help. And we the residents have too many expectations, 
nourished by passive involvement, by too much silence and by pronounced 
absenteiam at election time.
